Closing a campaign which has 
been featured more with «name 
calling than with a discussion of 
issues and qualifications, the pri­ 
mary election will be held in Lawr­ 
ence county Tuesday, May 16. 
The primary will see candidates 
of both Republican and Demo­ 
cratic parties vieing for the honor 
of being the standard bearer of the 
parties in the November election 
and in almost every office there is 
a contest. * 
REPUBLICANS IN FIGHT 
This primary election sees the 
Republican party with a full blown 
family row upon its hands. Gover­ 
nor James H. Duff is a candidate 
for the United States Senate nom­ 
ination and had named a ticket to 
run with him. He is opposed by 
Congressman John C. Kunkel of 
Dauphin county. 
For the gubernatorial nomina­ 
tion Judge John S. Fine of Lu­ 
zerne county. Jay Cooke of Mont­ 
gomery county and Judge Charles 
Scott William of Lycoming county 
are contesting for the nomination. 
The race is between Fine and 
Cooke. 
There are three candidates for 
the lieutenant-governor nomina­ 
tion. Steel Clark of Indian county 
is first on the ballot, followed by 
State Senator George N. Wade of 
Cumberland county and State Sen­ 
ator Lloyd H. Wood of Montgom­ 
ery county. The fight here Is be­ 
tween Wade and Wood, It is indi­ 
cated.

Mr. Truman told an audience of 
hard-rock miners and their fami­ 
lies in Butte, the heart of the na­ 
tion’s copper mines, that "I will 
not cease to fight for its repeal”. 
The president chose this mining 
metropolis of the west to plead 
labors’ cause and to make a strong 
defense of his legislative program 
which critics have labeled socialis­ 
tic in intent. 
Other Demands 
The president also renewed de­ 
mands for enactment of various 
proposals under his welfare pro­ 
gram. 
Those included a strength­ 
ened social security law, unem­ 
ployment compensation, old age 
insurance and middle-income hous­ 
ing. 
The president made no mention 
of his proposal for a nationwide 
| system of compulsory health insur­ 
ance which has been widely attack­ 
ed as “socialized medicine”.

SPENDING TO PREVENT WAR 


The stock reply of the globatspenders of Undie Sam ’s 
hioney is that if we don’t send billions abroad to stop 
the Communists we will have war with Russia and that 
the amount of money we spend in a cold war is only a 
fraction of what we will have to spend if we get into 
active war with Russia. 
This argument may sound good to him who only 
looks at the surface and thinks no deeper. But the obvious 
question is: what assui’ance do we have that the lavish 
spending of money abroad will stop war with Russia? 
If reports are to be believed than President Truman fear­ 
ed the recent sharp note on the shooting down of the 
American plane on the Baltic might at once cause a shoot­ 
ing war with Joe Stalin, and he consulted Republican 
statesmen in advance before- the note was sent. Now if 
President Truman and his advisers have so little confi­ 
dence in our preventing war through 
spending money 
by the billions in Europe it would seem that this spend­ 
ing argument of the New Dealers as the only way to keep 
the peace may be somewhat thin.

must have been purely imaginary 
There was a meeting the other 
day of the Senate committee on labor and public welfare to consider 
legislation concerning the physically handicapped. 
The lame, the 
halt and the blind were there, trying to protect their interests. 
Also 
in the room were representatives of the Federal Security Agency and 
the Labor Department. 
Unless the sounds really were imaginary I’ll 
have to say that FSA and Labor were making some mighty hungry 
noises in the direction of the lame, the halt and the blind 
The lame, 
the halt and the blind thought so too. 
Planned To Expand Work 
Oscar Ewing, adm inistrator of FSA. had a bill called S-2273, 
For 
a five-year program, mounting from $5 million to $10 million by 
1955, Ewing was going to expand the work among the physically handi­ 
capped. 
That sounded fine until a blind man. A. L. Archibald, execu­ 
tive director of the National Federation of the Blind, began to talk 
about S-2273. 
He said that Ewing had never consulted his organiza­ 
tion, or any other organization of blind persons, concerning legisla­ 
tion about the blind. 
Senator Douglas (R,, 111.) asked if Ewing had 
ever accepted any suggestions. 
"Not yet,” laughed with him. 
Them 
was a rather cynical note in the laughter. 
Then Archibald began to explain. Ewing wanted to put more blind 
persons to work at vending stands on Federal property, but Ewing’s 
bill read: "Provided, however, that the ownership of all the vending 
stands and other equipment . . . remain in the licensing agency, etc.” 
Archibald wanted an am endment to aliow blind persons to acquire 
ownership of the equipment and stock. 
Senator Douglas asked: "That 
is, you want to become independent businessmen rather than govern­ 
m ent employes?" Archibald said: “That’s right, sir.” 
To Accumulate Vast Pojwers 
There were other parts of S-2273 whic^i seemed to me designed 
to keep blind persons as wards of FSA. 
I discussed this with 
Archibald after his testimony, and he said—well, yes, I was right. 
"The FAS,” he added, "tends to accumulate vast powers without re­ 
gard to the interest of the individual.” 
He talked in the careful, 
rather formal language of a professional man. 
Blinded by a dynam ite 
explosion at the age of 10, he now had a B. A. degree from the Univer­ 
sity of California and was taking a Ph. D. degree in economics. 
Hs 
knew what he was talking about. 
Maurice Tobin, Secretary of the Labor Department, had a bill 
called S-3465 
At the cost of $11 million a year, Tobin was' going 
to set up "sheltered workshops” for the handicapped. 
Fine and dandy, 
but there was a joker in the bill. 
It proposed to abolish the Office 
of Vocational Rehabilitation, which is jn Ewing’s FSA, and transfer 
the whole program to the Labor Department. 
Tobin, in brief, was 
annexing a little bureaucratic nation of physically handicapped per­ 
sons, population estim ated anywhere from 2 to 52 million persons, 
depending on the census takers. 
A witness named R. C. Thompson 
had cover over from Baltimore to denounce this grab. 
He ssid: "I 
was one of a committee called to the White House and was told . . 
that the President had no intention whatsoever of moving rahibiiita- 
tion. . . . Then . . . out of e clear sky!” Thompson didn’t know that hs 
was seeing an example of departm ental empire-building, not an un­ 
common occurrence in Washington. 
Calls For $300 Million 
There was another bill, titled 1-066. 
This didn’t fool around in 
the lower digits. 
It called for $300 million a year to set up loans and 
pensions (quite aside from the social security law) for the physically 
handicapped. 
Behind this bill were some labor unions, and they 
were playing one of the cruelest tricks that you find in modern 
politics. 
They were teaching the lame, the halt and the blind to be­ 
lieve that the country owed them something, which of course it 
doesn t owe any non-veterans. 
Here is the way the chief witness for 
S-1066 addressed Senator Douglas: “All we are asking for is what 
the Constitution gives the right (sic!) to ask for: an education, trainina 
and a job to make a living.”

nothing new about aid for the physically handicapped. 
It started among the states as early as 1817. 
Bv 1920 it became Fed­ 
eral legislation. 
Under President Roosevelt, an handicapped person 
the program grew enormously. 
But the political developments are 
fairly recent.

Video Should Aid 


Children's Vision 


if Viewed Properly 
PHILADELPHIA — (INS)—Par- 
ents need not worry about junior 
harming hia eyesight while he it 
watching wild w e s t television 
shows, according to a PhiladelphU 
eye specialist. 
Dr. John G. Neill, professor of 
ophthalmic mechanics at Pennsyl­ 
vania State College of Optometry, 
points out that "TV” holds no ill 
effects for young viewers, provid­ 
ing proper precautions are taken. 
Dr. Neill lists the following as 
“proper precautions": 
1. The video set must be adjust­ 
ed so that the child gets a clear 
picture. 
2. The child should be eight 
times as far away from the screen 
as the vertical height of the Screen. 
3. The child should sit on a chair, 
rather than sprawl on the floor, 
ilT that 
his vision is directed 
straight ahead instead of upward. 
Dr. Neill added that television 
can be beneficial in the treatment 
of some eye defects, particularly 
amblyopia, or a “lazy eye”. 
In 
such instances the child’s good eye 
should be covered with a patch so 
that the lazy eye will do all the 
work of watching the screen. 
He cautioned, however, that "tel­ 
evision should be taken in grad­ 
ual doses at first” by all viewers 
until the eyes become accustomed 
to watching. 
Dr. Neill also pointed Out that 
*‘it is wise to have a light on Jn 
the room where television is be­ 
ing viewed so that there is not too 
much contrast between the bright 
screen and the surrounding dark­ 
ness ” 
"Remember, a television screen 
is 30 times brighter than a movie 
screen,” he added^_______

Don’t be high and mighty about 
the hand-me-down methods that 
grandm other taught because your 
daughter today is learning more 
but under a different system. 
As Dr. A. Pauline Sanders, chief 
of the state public instruction de­ 
partm ent’s home economics divi­ 
sion explains it: 
Homemaking Education 
“Homemaking education in our 
schools today is carried on under 
a realistic program. We want to do 
more than merely teach a girl how 
to cook and sew. We want to teach 
her how to manage her home and 
personal affairs.” 
Dr. Sanders believes that today's 
teen-agers 
are 
gaining 
broader 
homemaking experience than their 
mothers ever did, and she offers 
as proof the fact that large num­ 
bers of adult women are enrolling 
in evening classes to catch up with 
their daughters. 
"In former years,” Dr. Sanders 
points out. “home economics p rl-; 
marily was a vocational course to 
prepare girls for domestic employ- j 
mcnt. We’ve changed our concept 
since then and now home 
eco­ 
nomics endeavors to prepare girls 
for family life. 
“In modem theory, the accent 
no longer is on vocational home- 
making. Nevertheless a girl still 
can leave the course better pre­ 
pared 
than before for domestic 
employment if that is her aim.” 
‘Realistic Program’ 
The first step in the “realistic 
program.” according to Dr. San­ 
ders, is to redesign the classroom 
— literally to construct a sample 
home within the school building 
and to furnish it with modem, at­ 
tractive trappings. 
Cost actually is cheaper 
than 
under old-fashioned methods. Dr. 
Sanders 
says. 
Where 
a 
dozen 


stoves and sinks were used before, 
only one or two are needed now. 
And it’s part of the girls’ training, 
of course, to keep th e- furniture 
in top condition. 
"The way to teach the actual 
problems of home life is to create 
a homelike environm ent in the 
school.” Dr Sanders explains, and 
according to her computations “a 
very large number” of schools in 
all parts of the state are doing 
just that. 
Typical high school subjects run 
from "personal, social and com­ 
munity relationships” to "looking 
forward to m arriage” For four 
weeks girls are told about "the 
well informed baby sitter.” for 
another four about “earning your 
way in the world." 
Courses in child care and guid­ 
ance, home and community safety, 
clothing and grooming, are sev­ 
eral others rounding out bobbv- 
soxers’ preparation for family life 
—and there's also instruction in 
budgeting. 
Dr Sanders estimates that 157.- 
000 
girls are being 
trained 
in 
homemaking in Pennsylvania, with 
15.791 concentrating on its voca­ 
tional aspects. 
Eighteen thousand boys are tak­ 
ing the course, too. 83 of them 
purely on a vocational basis.
